CHICAGO (AP). — igyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat says the Western 
world should not be strprised if 
Egypt rearmg herself after next 
month's visit by Soviet Communist

U.S.) replacements a year ago, even

Coalition threat 
to Rabin on

CABINET MINISTERS from three 
Coalition factions met Premier Titz- 
hak Rabin in the Knesset building 
yesterday, and warned him that the 
woalition might disintegrate if La- 
bour went ahead with its proposals 
to introduce some form of consti- 
tuency elections.

The NRP Knesset facticn, meet- 
ing in caucus yesterday, instructed 
its Ministers to campalgn against 
electoral reform in collaboration 
with Mapam and the ILP. Most 
speakers at the caucus demanded 
that the ΝῊΡ present an ultimatum 
to Labour, on the lines of: “Drop 
electoral reform or we'll drop you." 
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sponsor — the Labour wing of ihe 
Alignment. 

The wide support for direct elec- 
tion of mayors was due to the bill's 
embracing three different versions 
about the way in which a mayor 
would be chosen, At this stage, the 
parties can agree, because the pro- 
posal means 811 things to all men, 
88 it were, 

According to Labour, a mayoral 
candidate would need only 40 per 
cent of the popular vote to get in. 
If nobody got 40 per cent, the 
council would pick the mayor. 

According to the National Reli- 
gious Party, the quota would be 50 
per cent, 

According to the Liberal wing of 
the Likud bloc, the mayoral candi- 


date would need 50 pex cent of the 
ballot, but failing that, a second 
round ballot would be held. The 
Herut wing of the Likud is not tak- 
ing any particular stand at this point. 


Draft bills for the direct election 
of mayors have been presented in 
the Knesset for about 15 years, and 
have been through some 10 readings 
all told. Last Merch, one such bill 
was defeated on the third reading. 


The NRP's Aharon Abu-Hatseira, 
who summed up the debate before 
the vote, levelled most of his criticism 
at the Liberals’ idea of a second 
round of the popular ballot, which 
he thought was too costly, too one- 
Yous for the voters to bear, and too 
sharp a contrast with this country's 
traditional system.

Omariya 


proposal 


is scaled down

A_ pared-down proposal for 
development of the controversial 
Omariya plot in Jerusalem was 
approved by the local planning 
committee at the municipality 
late Sunday. night. The site is 
the last important open space 
remaining in the city centre. 
The plan will go to the district 
planning committee and then to the 


. Interior Minister for final approval, 


but it may meet with opposition from 
several public groups who have con 
demned earlier proposals since 1971. 

The original plan for the 100- 
dunam site north-west of the railway 
station included eight 16-storey 
towers and two hotels with a total 
area of 120,000 square metres, The 
plans were subsequently reduced to 
later, 60,000 square 
metres. 

The district planning committee 
approved a less grandiose plan ia 
September, 1973, despite objections 
from public groups that the tall build- 
ings included would be eyesores. The 
Interior Minister withheld his 
signature, however, on the grounds 
that some changes should be incor- 
porated in the plans to appease its 
opponents. 

The new plan includes a six-storey 
Laromme Hotel with 250 rooms and 
covering 15,000 square metres, 13,000 
Square metres for apartments and 
9,000 for existing structures (the 
Omariya tower and the Beit Hayeled 
school), totalling 37,000 square 
metres. Also on the drawing board 
are an elevated walkway, rose garden 
and underground bypass to the west- 


em part of Rehov Elbanan. Three 
new roads would be built near the 
plot to cope with increased traffic. 

Yuval Elitsur of the Council for 
a Beautiful Israel told The Jerusalem 
Post that he is stil “not satisfied” 
with proposals for the site. He had 
hoped that the area would be saved 
for open spaces and public facilities 
like a community centre. “However, 
I am pleased that opposition to the 
original project resulted in consider- 
able reduction ἐπ the size of Omariya 
development.” 

Dr. Shalom Reichmann of the 
Council added that his group's ‘op- 
position was motivated by public and 
universal interests, rather than self- 
ish ones. 

The local planning committee's de- 
cision followed Jast week's rejection 
by the High Court of Justice of an 
application by the Council for a 
Beautiful Israel concerning the site. 
The court ruled that the district 
planning committee could continue 
processing the building plans for 
Omariya. | 

Another project approved by the 
local committee on Sunday, which 
wil] almost certainly arouse opposi- 
tion by residents, is a proposed Egged 
terminal in the Talpiot quarter. The 
number of buses permitted on the 
site would be only 100, and a wall 
of hewn stones weld rise 25 mee 
hi arot bh eg ani 
tits would be “planted according 
to instructions of the committee on 
pollution. 

Local residents have objected to 
proposals for a larger terminal, 
charging that τ would harm the 
environment through increased traf- 
fic, noise and fumes. 


Plans for 
schooling

One of the first signs of economies 
to come in next year’s Budget was 
an announcement by the Education 
Ministry yesterday that it has asked 
its legal adviser to draft legislation 
cancelling plans to expand the tui- 
tion-free scheme for tenth graders. 

Two years ago the Knesset voted 
for a law which would have freed 
parents of tenth graders from hav- 
ing to pay tuition. The change was 
to have been effected in stages, 
within four years. So far, school dis- 
tricts in Jerusalem and elsewhere 
have been included in the scheme, 
and the Ministry is not seeking to 
reinstate tuition fees in these 
schools. 

The Ministry's legal adviser 
hag also Deen. asked ἕο; Grew. up 
legislation making grade 
schooling compulsory despite the 
fact that it would not be free. 


more free 
to be cut 


More proposed spending cuts were 
announced by Ministry Director-Ge- 
neral Blad Peled. He said school 
construction would be frozen until 
further notice, and no new experi- 
mental teaching programmes would 
be undertaken. 

Mr. Peled told a Teachers’ Union 
meeting in Tel Aviv yesterday that 
schools must try to bring classes up 
to the legal maximum of 40 pupils 
(88 in “special education” schools). 
The national average is 30 pupils 
and less per class, he said, 

Mr. Peled warned local authori- 
ties that in the next school year 
they must make maximum use of 
existing school buildings and public 
buildings which can be used as 
school buildings. Unless such an ef- 
fort is made, he second 
shifta may have to be reintroduced 
in certain localities. The second shift 
in schools was generally done away 
with about eight years ago.

Decision soon on plea 
by Gonen for ‘justice’ 


The High Court, of Justice yes- 
terday deferred its ruling on an 
application by Aluf Shmuel Gonen 
— OC. Southern Command during 
the October war — for an order 
nisi against the Agranat Commis- 
sion investigating the war. The 
court said it would band down its 
decision within the next few days. 
Aluf Gonen is demanding that 
the commission be prevented from 
submitting its report before it 
shows cause why it should not let 
him see its material and reply. 


One of his lawyers, Shlomo Tous- 
sia-Cohen, told the bench Gonen 
was not asking the court to clear 
his name, but had come to seek just- 
fee: he wants the right to reply to 
contradictions between parts of his 
own testimony and the testimony 
of other witnesses heard by the 
commission. 

’ When the bench — Justices Zvi 
Berenson, Yoel Sussman and Yitz- 
hak Kister — pointed out that 
Aluf Gonen had already seen the 
commission's material, Mr. Toussia- 
Cohen said there was additional 
material about which Gonen and 
his counsel had no knowledge. “The 
commission must give me _ the 
material.” 

Justice Sussman replied: “And 


then it will become a security 

matter, and tomorrow the ma- 

terial will appear in the press, 
as has already happened. You 
know there are no secrets in 

Israel. The only question is 

which newspaper will publish it 

first.” 

Attorney-General Meir Shamgar, 
who is representing the commission 
headed by Chief Justice Shimon 
Agranat, told the court that Gonen 
had been interrogated by the com- 
mission and had had ample oppor- 
tunity to present his case (his 
testimony takes up 900 pages). 
“What he wants to do now js to 
bring before the commission 
interpretation of counsel re; 
facts which he has already brought. 
But this is the job of the com- 
mission, which has lUstened care- 
fully to his (Gonen’s) statements 
and does not see what counsel's 
interpretation could add under 
these circumstances. This could 
significantly hamper the work of 
the commission.”

TEL AVIV. — The alertness and 
civic consciousness of a manpower 
chief at an enterprise in the Tel 
Aviv area employimg 5,000 workers 
led 1o the discovery that the Justice 
Ministry's Execulion Officer has 
been issuing illegal salary-attach- 
ment ordera for the past 18 months. 


Formerly, the law required the 
Execution Officer to leave IL270 
of ἃ person's monthly salary unat- 
tached.

U.S. court 
refuses case 
on Israel aid 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Supreme Court yesterday refused to 
hear a challenge to U.S. aid to Israel 
by an Austin. Texas. man who con- 
tends it violates the Constitutional 
separation of church and state. 

The court declined to consider an 
appeal] from the decision of a three- 
judge federal court panel in Austin 
that the case was a “political ques- 
tion" outside the jurisdiction of the 
courts, 

The plaintiff, Fagan Dickson, 
challenged the $2.200m. appropriation 
passed by Congress ljast year for 
military assistance to Israel. He told 
the Supreme Court that evidence at 
8 hearing in Austin demonstrated 
that Israel is an “establishment of 
religion.”

The new charter, which also in- 
cludes articles from the U.S., French, 
German, Italien and Yugoslav cons- 
titutions, stipulates that the presi- 
dent will be elected by Parliament 
on 58. two-thirds majority. 

The president's veto can be over- 
ridden by ἃ three-fifths majority in 
the house, which can also extend 
martial law beyond a two-month 
period decreed by the president, ac- 
cording to the draft. 

The draft provides for a 200 to 
300-member Parliament to serve 
for a five-year period, but deputies 
cannot change parties and may be 
sued for defamation with Parlla- 
ment’s approval. 

The draft constitution, the fifth 
im modern Greek history, replaces 
the 1952 charter, ignoring the cons- 
titution of 1968 introduced by the 
former military dictatorship under 
George Papadopoulos and approved 
in a referendum the following vear. 


Venezuela plane crashed 
in bad-weather area 


MATURIN (AP). — The Venezuelan 
airliner which exploded and crashed 
shortly after takeoff near here on 
Sunday, killing all ΤΊ persons aboard, 
had entered an area “where atmo- 
spheric conditions are very bad,” an 
airport official said. 


The pilot of the DC8, which was 
bound for Caracas, 575 kms, to the 
west, made no mention of any prob- 
lems and “takeoff instructions still 
were being followed and the plane 
still was making altitude” when con- 
tact was lost, 

An Avensa airline spokesman de- 
clined to speculate on sabotage or 
a possible hijack attempt, saying only 


. that there “was an explosion aboard" 


about four minutes after takeoff and 
“then the aircraft went down.” 


An airline official, who headed the 
rescue team at the scene of the crash, 
said the plane was carrying 71 pas- 
sengers --- including several foreign- 
ers — and six crew members, 

The Avensa spokesman identified 
two of the dead as Paul Rice and 
William Richard, both from the 
United States. Police and U.S. Em- 
bassy officials in Caracas said they 
had no information on the two. Their 
hometowns were not immediately 
known. 

A member of the rescue team said 
the victims were strewn over a wide 
area, “IJ can assure you that it will 
be difficult to identify the dead 
bodies,” he added. 

The DC9 was the second Vene- 
zuelan airliner to crash in the past 
four months.

Pardoning power 
of U.S. President 
upheld by court 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
Supreme Court yesterday upheld by 
ἃ 6-3 vote a broad pardon power 
for the President including imposing 
conditions in particular cases, 

“The very essence of the pardon- 
ing power is to treat each case in- 
dividually,” said Chief Justice War- 
ren EH. Burger for the court ma- 
jority. - 

The opinion said the pardoning 
power derives from the Constitution 
alone and cannot be modified, ab- 
“ridged or diminished by any -law. 

The case was brought to tke 
high court by Maurice Schick, 
who as an army sergeant in 1954 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
death for the killing of an Ame- 
rican officer's daughter in Japan. 

In 1960, then President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower commuted the sen- 
tence to life at hard labour, but 
added the condition that Schick 
would never be eligible for parole. 

Schick petitioned the federal 
ecurts to have the condition disre- 
garded, citing the Supreme Court’s 
outlawing of the death penalty ag 
then administered and argued that 
he had a right to re-sentence to a 
simple Hfe term, which carries the 
possibility of parole. But Burger sald 
Sohick's death sentence wag not 
pending in 1972, when the court 
-handed down its landmark opinion, 
because it had been commuted.

ist Chureh in Jacksonville, Florida, 
who were touring on the bus, voted 
at a prayer meeting after the in- 
eident to continue their Christmas 
tour to Bethlehem. 
Eight persens cf the 20 detained 
after the attack were still being 
held last night. The police believc 
that the handgrenade was throwr 
from a roof near the St. Lazarus 
church. 

Bishop Robert Spotford, vicar 
general of the Episcopal Church ix 
Jerusalem and the Middle East, yes- 
terday condemned efforts by Arab 
terrcrists to disturb Christmas ce- 
Yebrations and pilgrimages to the 
Hoty Land: "To try to frighten 
Christian pllgrims from celebrating 
the holiday is entirely and utterly 
wrong, and is to be condemned as 
fully as possible.”

5 killed as 


Eritreans 
elash with 
gov't troops 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI). — Heavy 
fighting broke out on Sunday night 
in the northern Ethiopian city of 
Asmara and in the port city of 
Asiab; ‘apparently betwetn “Eritrean 
errillas and- government troops. 
Calm was reported yesterday. 

At least five persons were killed 
and 34 wounded Asmara, ac- 
cording to hospital authorities in 
the nation’s second largest city. 

Western diplomats said reports 
of fighting were sketchy, but ap- 
parently members of the Eritrean 
Liberation Front (ELF) and army 
troops exchanged rifle, machine-gun 
and grenade fire along the palm- 
lined boutevards of Asmara, the 
capttal of Eritrea province. At one 
point, they said, grenades were tos- 
sed into a crowded cafe. 

The diplomats added guerrillas 
and troops fought in the northern 
port of Assab;, too, but there was 
mo indtcation of casualties there. 

The fighting lasted several hours 
on Sunday night, but both Asmara 
and Assab were reported quiet by 
dawn. - 

The 6,000-strong ELF has been 
fighting for 12 years to gain se- 
cession from the central government. 
The province of Eritrea was fede- 
rated with the Ethiopian empire in 
1952 and completely absorbed by 
Addis Ababa 10 years later. 

The country’s new military rulers 
recently issued a statement saying 


the Eritrean problem would “soon . 


be solvied” — but did not make 
clear if this would be by political 
or military means. 

When it first came to power, the 
army indicated that for the first 
time, the central government was 
prepared to talk to the ELF about 
a political solution. But subsequently, 
it moved two battalions into the 
area to reinforce the 2nd division 
at Asmara as a possible prelude 
to an all-out military offensive 
against the rebels.

Foreign guests briefed on 
problems of Soviet Jewry

A six-day seminar for Soviet 
Jewry campaign activists in West- 
ern countries opened yesterday at 
the Kiryat Anavim kibbutz guest- 
house outside Jerusalem. Some 26 
campaign leaders from the U.S. 
Britain, France, Israel and other 
countries are attending the semi- 
nar, which is organized by the 
U.S. National Conference on Soviet 
Jewry, in conjunction with Israel's 
Public Committee for Soviet Jewry. 

During yesterday's seasions, which 

are closed to the public, participants 
heard lectures on the state of 
Jewish religious practice in the 
USSR from Prof. Yehoshua Yodfat, 
on the non-Ashkenazi Soviet Jew- 
ish communities from Prof. Michael 
Zand, and on the demography of 
Soviet Jewry from an expert in 
the field. 
. Three recent Soviet immigrants 
now living In Beersheba spoke of 
the absorption problems. There were 
also talks from Absorption Min- 
istry officials. 

Jerry Goodman, Executive Di- 
rector of the National Conference, 
who initiated and helped plan the 
seminar, told The Post that during 
the week other Soviet Jews would 
brief participants on current prob- 
-lems inside Russia, and on their 
own experiences in leaving Russia 
and settling here. 

Meanwhile, members of the “Ac- 
tion Committee of Newcomers from 
the Soviet Union" protested to re- 
porters that none of its. members 
had been invited to address the se- 
minar. The “Action Committee” 
numbers such well-known Soviet 
Jewish freedom fighters as Yasha 
Kazakov, Rivka Alexandrovitch and 
Lea Slovin. 

It believes in an activist line, 
rather than one of “quiet diplom- 
acy,” as the most effective means 
of getting Jews out of Russia.

CIA chief probes charges of domestic spying 


WASHINGTON (UPI). --- Warned 
President Ford that he would 
not tolerate the Central Intelligence 
Agency engaging in domestic spy- 
ing on Americans, CLA director Wi- 
Ham Colby yesterday met with top 
aides to discuss press allegations of 
egal activities, an agency spokes- 
man said. 

The’ spokesman said that Colby 
had'no plans to meet the press to 
counter reports in the “New York 
Times" on Sunday that the agency, 
which by its character is authorized 
to engage only in foreign intelli- 


gence “activities, had conducted a 
“massive iflegal domestic  inteldi- 
gence operation” on U.S, citizens as 
far back as the ‘fifties. 

“The director is meeting with his 
staff this morning, as he does every 
day,” the spokesman said. 

“All I can tell you is that they 
will be studying the various: allega- 
tions in the press and we will let 
you know if anything develops.” 

In Grand Junction, Colorado, Pre- 
sident Ford told newsmen that he 
would not tolerate intrusion by the 
agency in domestic affairs. 


Sen. William: Proxmire demanded 
yesterday that Secretary or State 
Henry Kissinger fire Richard Helms 
as Ambassador to Iran for the alleg- 
ed spying while Helms headed the 
controversial agency.

Jerusalem Post Tuurlsm Reporter 

By noon yesterday, most of Je- 
rusalem's larger hotels reported 
they were booked solid with pilgrims 
who arrived to take part in tonight's 
Christmas celebration in Bethlehem. 

Tourism Ministry sources estimat- 
ed that by dusk today, 15,000 Christ- 
jans will have arrived for the holi- 
day week — 11 per cent more than 
in the Christmas of 1972, Israel's 
peak tourist year. Most of them 
arrived in a steady stream at Ben- 
Gurion Airport. Another 4,000 came 
in six cruise ships docking in Haifa, 
while official sources at the Jordan 
River bridges reported that hundreds 
of visitors coming from Jorddn and 
Lebanon had crossed over to spend 
the holiday with relatives in Israel. 
Among them was Catholic Bishop 
Nicola Haj from Betrut. 

Christmas this year coincides with 
the Moslem feast of al-Adha. 


The Christmas festivities begin at 
12.30 today with the traditional car 
procession from Jaffa Gate of the 
Latin Patriarch, Glacomo Beltritti, 
e@ecompanted by clergy. On the way 
to Bethlehem the motoreade, preced- 
ed and followed by police cars, will 
stop briefly at Mar Elias Convent on 
the southern outskirts of Jerusalem, 
from which His Beatitude wil) be 
escorted to Bethlehem by four 
mounted constables and a police ser- 
geant, 

The procession balts again at the 
Tomb of Rachel, at the entrance to 
Bethlehem, where the Patriarch will 
be welcomed by representatives of 
the Bethlehem, Beit Jalja, and Beit 
Sahur municipalities, who here join 
the procession. 

The Patriarch arrives at the 
Manger Square in Bethlehem at 
1.30 p.m, and is received by the 
Military Governor and police com- 
mandant of the town, the Mayor, the 
notables of Bethlehem and the La- 
tin clergy. He then heads the pro- 
cession to the Church of St. Cathe- 
rine via the main iron door of the 
Basilica of the Nativity. Vespers 
will be chanted in St. Catherine's 
at 2 p.m. following which His Bea- 
titude retires to the Latin Convent. 

At 4 p.m. the Patriarch again 
heads a procession from the church 
to the Grotto of the Nativity in the 
northern transept of the Basilica of 
the Nativity, where a short service 
is held before the retum to the 
Church of St. Catherine. This is 
foHowed by a break in the official 
ceremony until 10.25 p.m. when 
Mating at the chureh are followed 
by the arrival of members of the 
consular corps, preceded by their 
kawasses, and of the Military Gov- 


“ernor. Latin Masses begin in front 


of the Manger in the Grotto of the 
Nativity at midnight, and last for 
an hour and a half. 

As from 8.30 this morning, Beth- 
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lehem Is to be closed to all persons 
execpt residents and others carrying 
special passes. No vehieles will be 
admitted beyond a point just north 
of Mar Elias unless equipped with 
Special authorization, and even these 
will not be allowed south of Rachel's 
Tomb. Special buses and taxis will 
shuttle between the tomb and Man- 
ger Square. 

Special illuminations and a giant 
Christmas tree will transform Μβει- 
ger Square into a sea of lght. 
During the fve-hour break in the 
official ceremonies, centre of atten- 
tion will be the police band and 
performances by nine choirs, five 
of them from the U.S. and Britain. 
These include the Singing City Choir 
of Philadelphia, the Abby Singérs 
of the Southern Methodist Church of 
Huffman in Birmingham, Alabama, 
the Glasgow Youth Choir, and Sing:

Pope voices 
‘anguish’ 
over strife 


VATICAN CITY (AP). Pope 
Paul VI yesterday voiced anguish 
over continuing strife in Vietnam, 
the Middle East and Ireland. 

Addressing cardinals and prelates 
οἵ the Roman Curia who presented 
him Christmas greetings, the Pope 
asked: 

“How can we fall to express our 
anguish in face of the difficulties 
that this peace continuously encoun- 
ters?” 

The Pope said it was hig duty 
to recall, on the eve of the opening 
of the Holy Year of 1975, Jerusalem 
as “the holy city of the Christian 
world.” 

Without referring to the unpre- 
ecdented freedom of worship enjoyed 
in Jerusalem by people of all faiths 
since Jerusalem's unification under 
Israel rule in 1967, the Pope said: 
“How much we desire that Jeru- 
salem would become the cross-roads 
of fraternal meetings for all the 
worshippers of the only God, 8 
symbol of peace for the people of 
the Holy Land and for all the 
peoples of the Near East, and not 
an object of persistent quarrels.” 

The Pope also mentioned Ireland, 
“to us always beloved and always 
Present in our soul... where con- 
flicts and violence... continue to 
disturb civilized co-existence.” He 
expressed his wish that a just peace 
and social cooperation might be 
achieved there. 


Gold hits record 


XY LONDON (AP). — The price of 


gold hit record highs yesterday in 
London aud Zurich, the world's 
major bullign,.centres. ve 

The metal’s price was fixed at 
$192.25 an ounce in London, a leap 
of $4.75 from Friday. The fixing is 
the mo: 's opening price agreed 
by the five top bullion dealers. 

In Zurich, gold traded at $192.25 
on ounce, up from $186.25 on Fri- 
day. 

The previous pesks were $190.50 
in London and $192.00 in Zurich, 
both reached last November 18. 

Dealers said yesterday's leap was 
sparked by anticipation the price of 
gold will zoom even higher after 
January 1, when Americans will be

an L-shaped recession

AS PRESIDENT FORD begins his 
latest economi¢ policy review, there 
is consensus‘on at least one matter. 
Virtually everybody agrees that 
the economy Is In a tailspin and 
that some stimulative action by the 
government ia necessary. 

It hag finally been understood 
that this recession. unlike many 
others, is not going to cure itself. 
It has been shown — notably by 


former budget director Charles 
Schultze, now serving at the 
Brookings Institution — that the 


present recession is something very 
special. 

During much of the postwar 
period, recessions have carried their 
own death warrants, When profits 
and incomes slipped, taxes went 
down. Purchasing power built up. 
and with a little encouragement in 
the form of easier credit or special 
tax breaks, business and consumer 
spending tended to snap back, 

There was even a regular pattern 
to the ups and downs. If the slide 
was slow, the recovery tended to 
be slow, and there took place a 
saucer-shaped recession. If the slide 
was rapid, there was also a rapid 
bounce back, or a V-shape recession. 

But Schultze, in testimony to the 
Senate Budget Committee last 
Thursday, has shown that this time 
the automatic rebound mode) doesn’t 
apply at all. In two critical respects 
the present recession is unique. 


Cries of woe 


First there is the impact of the 
oll price rise enforced by the cartel 
of petroleum-exporting countries 
known as Opec. The cost of gil to 
consumers rose fourfold in 1973 and 
1974. The receipts went to the pro- 
ducing countries and to the oll com- 
panies which — despite cries of woe 
-~ are still making handsome pro- 
fita. 

Eventually that money will pro- 
bably be plowed back into the Ame- 
rican economy. But it hasn't hap- 
pened yet, and it won't happen in 
1975 either. Schultze calculates that 
in 1975 oil alone will cause a drain 
of about $30 billion in consumer 
purchasing power. According to 
George Perry of the Brookings Ins- 
titution that is the equivalent of 
1.5 per cent unemployment, or about 
1.2 million persons without jobs. 

The second special condition is 
the simultaneous incidence of serious 
inflation and recession. The inflation 
drove up profits by raising the va- 
jue of goods held at inventory. It 
also tended to drive up incomes, 
pushing many people into higher tax 
brackets.
